Macron to Visit Caribbean as France Defends Hurricane Prep

MARIGOT, St. Martin {AP) — The 
French government on Sunday 
defended its hurricane prepara¬ 
tions for the hard-hit Caribbean 
islands of St. Martin and St. Barts, 
rejecting criticism by political op¬ 
ponents and by islanders who felt 
abandoned as their homes and 


towns were devastated. 

French President Emmanuel Ma¬ 
cron announced he would be 
traveling fo St. Martin on Tuesday 
on an Airbus carrying aid supplies 
to show that Paris is committed to 
both helping and rebuilding its far¬ 
away territories pummeled by Hur¬ 
ricane Irma. 

Some Caribbean officials said Brit¬ 
ain was also too slow in respond¬ 


ing to destruction on the British 
Virgin Islands and the Dutch gov¬ 
ernment faced criticism for not 
acting more quickly to evacuate 
tourists stranded on St. Maarten, 
the Dutch side of St. Marlin. The 
Dutch king is also heading to the 
region. 

The hurricane killed of least nine 
people on St. Martin as it hit 
Wednesday, destroying a huge 


number of houses, cars and boots 
and cutting off oil water and elec¬ 
tricity for days. Extra troops had 
to be sent to stop the looting of 
stores. Another four people were 
killed on St. Moorten. 

The arrival of Hurricane Jose, o 
Category 4 that passed by on Sun¬ 
day, only delayed recovery efforts 
across the Leeward Islands.

Joseph Dunford, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
The observances come as 
Trump grapples with the 
death and destruction 
caused by two hurricanes In 


three weeks. Vice President 
Mike Pence was to repre¬ 
sent the administration at 
an observance at the 9/11 
memorial in Shonksville. 

A native New Yorker, Trump 
has a mixed history with 


9/11, He frequently uses 
the terrorist strikes to praise 
the city's response but also 
makes unsubstantiated 
claims about what he did 
and saw on that day. 
Trump often lauds the brav¬ 


ery of Mew York police of¬ 
ficers, firefighters and other 
emergency responders 
who rushed to the Twin Tow¬ 
ers, in some cases knowing 
they probably wouldn't 
moke it out alive, as an ex¬ 
ample of the resilience of 
the city where he made o 
name for himself. 

But Trump hos criticized 
President George W. Bush’s 
handling of the attacks, 
accusing his fellow Re¬ 
publican of failing to keep 
Americans safe. 

Trump has also made dubi¬ 
ous claims about Sept, 11, 
particularly saying when 
talking about Muslims that 
“thousands of people were 
cheering" in Jersey City, 
New Jersey, across the 
Hudson River from lower 
Manhattan, as the tow¬ 
ers collapsed. There is no 
evidence in news archives 
of mass celebrations there 
by Muslims. Trump has also 
said he lost "hundreds of 
friends” in the attack and 
that he helped clear rubble

have changed, making 
it mandatory for stiff new 
controls to be put in place.

to Brexit unless we confront 
the underlying causes of 
St," Blair said, conceding 
that the referendum vote 
showed Q widespread feel¬ 
ing that unchecked immi¬ 
gration wos forcing wages 
down, straining public ser¬ 
vices, and — particularly 


when It involves conserva¬ 
tive Muslims — raising ques¬ 
tions of cultural integration, 
Blok's intervention comes 
as Parliament prepares to 
vote Monday on o Brexit bill

His predecessor, former 
Prime Minister John Major 
of the Conservative Party, 
has also warned about the 
negative consequences of 
Brexit.

Merkel, other German leaders dismiss Turkish travel warning

Zour Military Council said 
it was caliing its operation 
Jozeera Storm, after the 
familiar name for northeast 
Syria. The Military Council is 
a part of the predominont- 
ly-Kurdish Syrian Demo¬ 
cratic Forces, which enjoys 
brood U.S. military support. 
The SDF ore the U.S.'s pri¬ 
mary oily in the fight against 
IS in Syria. 

The race to reach the Iraqi 
border will shape future 
regional dynamics, deter¬ 
mining whether the United 


States or Russia and Iran will 
have more influence in the 
strategic area once the ex¬ 
tremist group is defeated. 
Iran has been one of Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad's stron¬ 
gest backers since the crisis 
began in March 2011 and 
has sent thousands of Ira¬ 
nian-backed lighters and 
advisers to fight against in¬ 
surgent groups trying to re¬ 
move him from power. 

The U.S.-bo eked fight¬ 
ers are up against a huge 
challenge to reach Deir 
el-Zour, especially while 
they are still fighting to lib¬ 
erate Raqqo from IS.

Francis' visit to Cortagena 
got off to a rocky start, 
however, when he banged 
his head on his popemo- 
bile when it stopped short 
amid sworms of well-wish¬ 
ers. Francis, who only had 
a hip-high bar to hold onto, 
lost his balance and suf¬ 
fered a bruised, black left 


eye and a cut on his eye¬ 
brow that dripped blood 
onto hts white cassock. 

The cut was quickly ban¬ 
daged with a butterfly 
patch and Francis carried 
on without incident with 
his program. Devotees re¬ 
acted to the wound with 
o mix of omaTement and 
concern, 

“This holy blood is staying 


in Colombia," said Ricordo 
Morales, a lawyer who lined 
up outside St. Peter Clover's 
church for o glimpse of the 
pope, 

"He mode a great effort to 
be here and from now on 
it's our obligation to make 
a similar effort to thank 
him for everything he has 
done." 

Once recovered, Francis 
visited the St, Peter Clover 
church, where he praised 
the 17th century missbnary 
for having recognized the 
inherent dignity of slaves, 
Francis, known for his own 
simple ond austere style, 
said Clover was "austere 
and charitable to the point 
of heroism." 

Clover, the self-described 
"slave of the slaves forev¬ 
er," has been revered by 
Jesuits, popes and human 
rights campaigners for cen¬ 
turies for having insisted on 
treating slaves os children 
of God and worthy of love 
when others considered 
them mere merchandise to 
be bought and sold, 

En a prayer Sunday in front 
of Clover’s church, Fton- 
cis said the legacy of the 
Spanish priest should serve 
as Q model for the Catholic 
Church today to "promote 


the dignity of all our broth¬ 
ers and sisters, porticuloily 
the poor and the excluded 
of society, those who ore 
abandoned, immigrants 
and those who suffer vio¬ 
lence and human traffick¬ 
ing,” 

"Here in Colombia and in 
the world, millions of people 
are still being sold as slaves: 
they either beg for some 
expressions of humanity, 
moments of tenderness, or 
they flee by sea or land be¬ 
cause they have lost every¬ 
thing, primarily their dignity 
and their rights," he said. 
Like Claver, history's first 
Latin American pope has 
insisted on ministering to 
society's most marginal. He 
fakes special care of the 
homeless who live around 
the Vatican, makes regu¬ 
lar phone calls to prisoners, 
brought a dozen Syrian ref¬ 
ugees home with him from 
Q Greek refugee camp, 
and embraces the sick, the 
maimed and the deformed 
every chonce he gets.

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Sweet 16: Nadal beats Anderson for 3rd U.S. Open, 16th major

NEW YORK (AP) — Rafael 
Nadal against Kevin An¬ 
derson in the U.S. Open fi¬ 
nal shaped up as quite a 
mismatch — and that's ex¬ 
actly what It wos. 

His game at a high level 
at the end of an unusually 
easy path through a Grand 
Slam field, Nadal over¬ 
whelmed first-time major fi¬ 
nalist Anderson 6-3. 6-3, 6-4 
on Sunday to win his third 
championship at Flushing 
Meadows. 

It IS the No. 1-ranked Nod¬ 
ars second Grand Slam 
title of the year and 16th 
overall. Among men, only 
Roger Federer has more, 
with 19. 

Each of those two long¬ 
time rivals won two of the 
four majors in 2017, mark¬ 
ing a return of both to the 
heights of ther sport. 

Not only didn^t an injury- 
hampered Nodal win a 
Grand Slam tournament in 
2015 or 2016 — his first such 
shutouts since 2004, when 
he was still a teenager — 
but he didnh even moke 
it to a final in that span. 
Seems safe to say that, at 
age 31, he is once again 
the Nadal of old. 
“Personally, it^s just unbe¬ 
lievable what happened 
this year,” Nadal said, “af¬ 
ter a couple of years with 
some troubles, injuries, 
some moments playing not 
good." 

At No. 32, Anderson was 
the lowest-ranked US. 
Open men's finalist since 
the ATP computer rank¬ 
ings began in 1973. The 
31-year-old South African 
never had been past the 
quarterfinals at any major 
tournament in 33 previous 
appearances, so when he 
won his semifinal on Friday, 
he climbed into the stands 
to celebrate. 

There would be no such joy 
for him on this day. Nodal 
simply dominated every 
facet of the 2 V 2 -hour final. 

“I know we're the same 
age, but I feel like I've been 
watching you my whole 
life," said Anderson, who 
is less than a month older 
Ihon Nodal, "You really 
have been an idol of mine. 
And it's tough playing you. 
You proved it again to¬ 


night.” 

Nodal added to his Li,S. 
Open triumphs in 2010 and 
2013 and improved to 16-7 
in Grand Slam finals. For the 
first time since 2013. he ap¬ 
peared in three in a single 
season, losing to Federer 
at the Australian Open in 
January, then beating Stan 
W awrinkQ for h is record 
10th French Open trophy in 
June. 

Nodal's career haul also 
includes two trophies from 
Wimbledon and one from 
the Australian Open. AH of 
his big victories have come 
while being coached by 
his uncle, Toni, who is now 
stepping aside. The U,S. 
Open was the last Grand 
Slam event of their partner¬ 
ship. 

Not since Pete Sampras at 
Wimbledon in 2000 had a 
man won a Slam tourna¬ 
ment without facing any 
opponents ranked in the 
top 20. 

In New York this time, the 
bracket was weakened by 
the injury withdrawals of 
three of the top five men: 
past champions Andy Mur¬ 
ray, Novok Djokovic and 
Wawiinko. 

Plus, Nadal did not need to 
deal with Federer: The po¬ 
tential fora semifinal, which 
would have been their first 
U.S. Open meeting, was 
dashed when Juan Martin 
del Potro eliminated Feder- 
er in the quarterfinals, Nad¬ 
al then beat del Potro , the 
2009 chompbn but now 
ranked 2Sth, in the semis. 
Much like Nodal’s 6-2, 6-3, 
6-1 win against Wowrinka 
at Roland Garros, the only 
beauty of this match was 
not in its competitiveness 
— not by a long shot — but 
in on appreciation for one 
participant's absolute su¬ 
periority. 

Forehands whipped up the 
line, 

Two-honded backhands 
ripped cross-court with fe¬ 
rocity, The spinning, back- 
to-the-net returns of serves 
that darted in at him at 
more than 130 mph [210 
kph) and helped him break 
Anderson four times. 

He even come up with 
some terrific volleys, win¬ 
ning the point on all 16 of 
his trips fo the net. Ander¬ 
son, meanwhile, finished

With Nadal standing way 
bock to receive serves, 
nearly backing into the line 
judges, he neutralized An¬ 
derson’s most effective skill. 
Anderson came In hav¬ 
ing won 103 of lOS service 
games across six matches, 
but Nadal accumulated 
break points at will from 
the get^o — two in o six- 
deuce game at l-oll, an¬ 
other two in a five-deuce 
game at 2-alL 
Anderson began trying to 
end points quickly with a 
volley. Two problems with 
that: Anderson is not usual¬ 


ly a serve-and-voileyer and 
so is no expert at that tac¬ 
tic: Nadal Is superb at sum¬ 
moning passing shots at ex¬ 
treme speeds and angles.

MADRID (AP) — Chris 
Froome paraded into Ma¬ 
drid to clinch his first Span¬ 
ish Vuelta title and secure 
the elusive Tour de France- 
Vuelta double on Sunday, 
while Spanish great Alber¬ 
to Contador celebrated 
the end of his remarkable 
career in front of his home 
crowd. 

Froome had virtually se¬ 
cured victory with a solid 
performance in the dif¬ 
ficult climb up the Alto 
de I'Angliru on Saturday, 
which marked the last 
competitive stage of the 
three^week race. 

"It's just incredible," 
Froome said, 'I'm still com¬ 
ing to terms with every* 
thing, it's been such on 
incredible journey." 

Riders cruised to the fim 
ish in Sunday’s 21st stage, 
with the leaders not chal¬ 
lenging each other, as per 
cycling tradition. 

Italian Matteo Trentin won 
the final sprint to clinch his 
fourth stage victory in this 
year's Vuelta. 

Froome, who earlier this 
year clinched his fourth 
Tour de Fronce title, had 
finished runner-up in Lo 
Vuelta three times, includ¬ 
ing last year. 

The Team Sky rider be¬ 
came the third man to 
complete the Tour-Vuelta 
double in the same sea¬ 
son, after Jacques An- 
quetil in 1963 and Bernard 
Hinault in 1978. when the 
Vuelta was still held in the 
spring before the Tour. 
"Just the fact that no¬ 
body's ever won the Tour 
and then La Vuelta after¬ 
wards, it's incredible to be 
able to do it," said Froome, 
the first British rider to win 
the Vuelta. "It's just been 


an amazing few months 
and I want to thank every¬ 
one who has contributed 
to that, Tve been fighting 
for this victory for six years 
and three years I've been 
standing on the second 
step so it's amazing to 
stand on the first step this 
time." 

Froome won two Vuelta 
stages this year, finishing 
2 minutes, 15 seconds in 
front of Italion Vincenzo Hi- 
bali of Team Bahrain-Meri- 
da, who won the Vuelta in 
2010 and was runner-up in 
2013. 

Russian Ilnur Zakarin of 
Team kotusha Alpecin, 


secured the final podium 
spot, almost three minutes 
behind Froome, 

Froome also won the 
points competition, while 
Astana Pro Team won the 
overall team event. 
Contador, the three-time 
Vuelta winner, ended his 
career on a high note by 
winning Saturday's difficult 
20th stage. 

He was loudly cheered by 
Spanish fans as he arrived 
to cross the finish line one 
last time. 

The rest of the riders al¬ 
lowed him tO' break from 
the petoton and ride a 
few moments by himself as 


the tons applauded. After 
the race, Contador took a 
Spanish flag and went for 
one final parade lap, 

"It was very special to get 
to lead all the riders Into 
Madrid," Contador said, 
"It was an incredible finish. 
I dreamed about ending 
my career this way." 

The 34-year-old Contador 
had been out of conten¬ 
tion for the Vuelto title af¬ 
ter losing several minutes 
in a poor performance in 
the second stage. 

He made up time later in 
the race, but not enough 
to make it to the podium 
and eventually finished 


fifth, more than three min¬ 
utes off the lead. 
Considered one of Spain's 
greatest riders, Conta¬ 
dor also won the Tour de 
France twice and the 
Giro d'Italia twice. He was 
stripped of a third Tour vic¬ 
tory for doping, 

"It's a dream, I can't imag¬ 
ine a better goodbye than 
this," he said. "Now is the 
moment to stop. When I 
started as a professional, 
I soid I wanted to finish at 
the top level. 

And I think that now is the 
perfect moment for this. In 
the last 15 years, I did ev¬ 
erything with my heart."□

BEIJiNG (AP) — Frank 
Chen’s e-commerce busi¬ 
ness has nothing to do with 
politics but he worries it 
might be sunk by the Com¬ 
munist Party’s iotest effort 
to control what the Chi¬ 
nese public sees onitne. 
Chen’s 25-employee com- 
p>any sells clothes and ap¬ 
pliances to Americans and 
Europeans through plat¬ 
forms including Focebook. 
one of thousands of web¬ 
sites blocked by Chino's 
web filters. Chen reaches 
St using o virtual private 
network, but that window 
might be closing after Bei¬ 
jing lounched a compolgn 
in January to stomp out use 
of VPNs to evade Its ’'Great 
FirewalL" 

“Our entire business might 
be paralyzed:” said Chen 
by phone from the western 
city of Chengdu. StilL he 
added later in o text mes¬ 
sage, “national policy de¬ 
serves a positive response 
and we fully support it.” 

The crackdown threatens 
to disrupt work and study 
for millions of Chinese en¬ 
trepreneurs. scientists and 
students who rely on web¬ 
sites they can see only with 
o VPN. The technology, 
developed to create se¬ 
cure. encrypted links be¬ 
tween computers, allows 
Chinese web users to see a 
blocked site by hiding the 
address from government 
filters. 

Astronomers and physi¬ 
cists use services such as 
Google Scholar and Drop- 
box, accessible only via 
VPN, to shore research and 
stay in touch with foreign 
colleagues. Merchants 
use Facebook and other 
blocked social medio to 
find customers. Students 
look for material on subjects 
from history to film edit¬ 
ing on YouTube and other 


blocked sites. 

Control over information is 
especially sensitive ahead 
of October’s twlce-o-de- 
code ruling party congress 
at which President Xi Jin- 
plng is due to be named to 
a second five-year term os 
leader. 

The VPN crackdown Is port 
of a campaign to tighten 
politica! control that activ¬ 
ists say Is the most severe 
since the 1989 suppression 
of the Tiananmen Square 
pro-democracy move¬ 
ment. 

Dozens of activists and law¬ 
yers hove been detained. 
A cybersecurity low that 
took effect In June tight¬ 
ens control on online data. 
Regulators have stepped 
up censorship of social me¬ 
dio and video websites. 
How many people might 
be affected Is unclear, but 
consumer research firm 
Glob afWeblndex sold o sur¬ 
vey of Chinese web surfers 
this year found 14 percent 
use a VPN doily. If that per¬ 
centage holds for China's 
total online population of 
731 million. It suggests the 


country might hove os 
many as 100 million regular 
users. 

Some 8.8 percent of peo¬ 
ple in the survey use VPNs 
to look at "restricted sites," 
according to GlobalWe- 
bIndex. That would be 
equivalent to 65 million 
people, or the population 
of Britain. 

Communist leaders en¬ 
courage web use for busi¬ 
ness and education. They 
wont online commerce to 
help transform Chino from 
a low-wage factory Into a 
high-tech consumer soci¬ 
ety. But they reject the no¬ 
tion of o borderless Internet 
and free flow of informa¬ 
tion. 

Chinese web users without 
VPNs cannot see the most 
popular global websites in¬ 
cluding Google and social 
medio such as Facebook. 
Twitter and YouTube, os 
well os news outlets and 
human rights groups. 

In the latest crackdown, 
regulators say only govern¬ 
ment-authorized VPNs will 
be allowed. The operator 
of a popular service. Green 


VPN. told customers In 
June It hod been ordered 
to close. Others shut down 
without warning. 

"You hove to leave o win¬ 
dow for people, for those 
who need it." said Wen 
Jion, o securities trader In 
Beijing. 

Wen sold he needs to find 
financial information and 
Google, accessible only 
with o VPN. Is more effec¬ 
tive thon Chinese search 
engines. But his VPN quit 
working two months ago. 
"As for as I know, some 
government people use 
VPNs too,” said Wen. 27. 
"They read things abroad. 
Why can they have it ond 
we cannot?” 

Ihe crackdown reflects Xi’s 
notbn of "internet sover¬ 
eignty,” or Beijing's abso¬ 
lute right to control what 
people can do and see 
online. 

Unouthorized VPNs already 
were banned but authori¬ 
ties oppeared to Ignore 
them, possibly to avoid dis¬ 
rupting business or to de¬ 
fuse resistance among pro¬ 
fessionals and academics. 


Government spokespeo- 
ple refuse to acknowledge 
any site Is blocked, though 
researchers say they can 
see attempts to reach sites 
such as Google stopped 
within servers operated by 
state-owned Chino Tele¬ 
com Ltd., which controls 
Chino's links to the global 
Internet. 

Regulators have yet to say 
who will be allowed to use 
government-licensed VPNs 
or what they can see. But 
a letter sent by China Tele¬ 
com to some corporate 
customers this year offers 
a hint: It says VPNs con link 
only to a company's head¬ 
quarters abroad and no 
other sites.

"As VPNs become more 
difficult to access, it's like 
the government Is roising 
the tax,” said Roberts in an 
email.

By JOSEPH P1SANI 
AP Business Writer 
NEW YORK (APJ — Ama¬ 
zon is set to launch o ser¬ 
vice that lets customers 
order clothes, fry thenn on 
at home and pay only for 
what they keep. It sounds 
novel, but Amazon is actu¬ 
ally late to the party. Sev¬ 
eral online startups hove 
offered try-before-you-buy 
options For items including 
jewelry, clothing, glasses 
and more. 

It makes shoppers less 
nervous about buying on¬ 
line, the companies say. 
and also gives people a 
chance to touch and try 
on a necklace or shrt be¬ 
fore splurging. The retailers 
also know that getting you 
to try something at home 
meons you're more likely 
to keep it. 

Some offer home try-ons 
for free, others charge a 
fee or hold o small amount 
on o credit cord until fhe 
items are returned. All offer 
free shipping both ways. 
But if you forget fo send 
fhe itenrfs back on time, or 
damage them, you'll likely 
hove to pay the full price. 
Here’s how some of the 
services work: 

CLOTHING 

Trunk Club, which is owned 
by department store op¬ 
erator Nordstrom, sends 
o box of stylist-approved 
clothing whenever you 
want for $25 a box. You 
hove five days to try on 
the clothes and send back 
what you don't want. 


You'll be charged for any 
items you don't return, and 
the $25 fee wll be deduct¬ 
ed from the cost of what 
you buy. Stitch Fix offers a 
similar service for $20 o box. 
The Block Tux, an online tux¬ 
edo and suit rental service, 
will send over on outfit to try 
on for free for AS hours. 

GLASSES 

At Worby Parker, you con 
pick out five frames to try 
for five days for free. The 
company does ask for your 
credit card information 
during the test run and will 
charge for frames that are 
lost or damaged. If you de¬ 
cide to buy one. you send 
the test frames back and 
the company will send new 


ones. 

ELECTRONICS 

LumoEd lends used cam¬ 
eras, drones and other 
electronics for a fee to help 
customers decide which 
one to buy. The rental fees 
vary: A fhree-day test of 
a Canon camera with a 
lens costs $57. Lumoid also 
lets users rent three smort- 
wotches for $53 or three 
high-end headphones for 
$30 and up. If you decide 
fo buy something, a port of 
the rental fee is deducted 
from the purchase price. 
And customers can opt to 
buy Q used item or new 
one from Lumoid. 

Founder and CEO Aorthi 
Romomurthy soys people 


are overwhelmed with the 
number of gadgets avail¬ 
able. and Lumoid offers o 
test run. “Why not bring the 
showroom to the consum¬ 
er's home?" she soys. 
Lumoid recently signed 
a deol with Best Buy, ond 
shoppers at BestBuy.com 
will soon be able to rent out 
some of Best Buy's cameras 
and fitness trackers. 

JEWELRY 

Rocksbox sends members 
who pay $21 a month three 
pieces of jewelry at a time, 
including earrings, neck¬ 
laces and bracelets. You 
can wear them and keep 
them as long as you want, 
if you decide to buy any¬ 
thing, keep it at home and 


send the rest back. A $21 
credit is taken off the price. 
For those who plan to get 
hifched, Four Mine gives 
you three days to try on 
three engagement rings 
at home. The test rings 
are made with metal irv 
stead of goEd or platinum, 
and use a fake diamond 
to help it look like the real 
deal. The company places 
a $1 credit card hold for 
each ring until they are re¬ 
turned, and charges $50 
each for ones that aren't 
sent back.

Insider Q&A: Higher pay needed to support stronger growth

WASHINGTON fAP) — Slug¬ 
gish pay raises have been 
an Achilles’ heel for Ameri¬ 
can workers since the 
Great Recessbn ended 
more than eight years ago 
— and a major headwind 
for faster economic growth. 
As a result, many people 
ore spending less than 
they otherwise would. That 
trend, in turn, contributes to 
slower overall growth in the 
U.S. economy, because 
consumers account for 
roughly 70 percent of eco¬ 
nomic activity. 

Dan North, chief econ¬ 
omist for Euler Hermes 
North America, part of the 
world's oldest and largest 
credit insurance company, 
spoke recently with The As¬ 
sociated Press about how 
income after taxes — what 
onolysts coll disposable 
personal income —■ isn't 
keeping pace with con¬ 
sumer spending growth. 

Q; What are fhe factors 
driving U.S, economic 
growth right now? 

A: We think for the entire 
year we’re likely to see 
GDP growth of around 2 
percent. But consumers 
have a few headwinds. Rrst 
of oil, real disposable per¬ 
sonal income growth is in¬ 
creasing a t just 1.3 percent. 
That's very slow. Consumer 
spending is increasing at 
a faster rote. If you look 
at personal consumption 
expenditures, that’s rising

at 2,7 percent. As o result, 
consumers have to dip into 
their flow of savings to pay 
for items. 

Without income growth, 
it's hard for consumption 
growth to continue. The 
big story is we don't have 
enough income. Consum¬ 
er confidence has soared 
since the election. But con¬ 
sumers often say one thing 
and do another. To spend, 
you need the willingness 
and obitty. Consumers ore 
saying they hove the will¬ 
ingness, so St would seem. 
But that's not enough. 
You’ve got to hove the 
ability to spend, too. 


Q: What would unlock 
stronger income growth? 

A: The low unemployment 
rate doesn't tell the whole 
story. Our porticipatbn rote 
— the shore of people with 
jobs or looking for work — is 
quite low os well. We need 
more people at work. And 
we need those people to 
be earning higher wages. 
You might think that the 
low unemployment rote 
would lead to higher wage 
growth, but It hasn't. One 
reason is that productivity 
has been very weak. When 
you have weak productiv¬ 
ity, you hove weak wage 
growth. 


Q: What role to baby 
boomers and mSlIennials 
play in all of this? 

A: This demographics of 
the aging workforce is re¬ 
alty tough. What's hap¬ 
pening IS we have baby 
boomers who ore leaving 
the workforce at a rate 
of 10,000 every day. They 
probably will keep doing 
that for the next 12 years or 
so. We can't replace them 
fast enough, and employ¬ 
ers can’t find the right peo¬ 
ple with the right skills to fill 
those jobs. 

One way to address that 
is to have more skilled le¬ 
gal immigration. President 


Average US gas price jumps after Harvey shuts refineries

Strong winds toppled trees 
and parked cars were 
nearly submerged by 
floodwaters that left the 
streets clogged with mud. 
"The city is literally devas¬ 
tated,” said Leghorn May¬ 
or Filippo Nogorin, adding 
that “a crazy amount of 
roin’^ pummeied the area 
in just o few hours. 

The Italian news agency 


ANSA said the bodies of 
a 4-year-old boy, his par¬ 
ents and his grandfather 
were found in the flooded 
basement of their two-fom- 
ily home. Before dying, the 
grandfather managed to 
save the boy's sister, state 
TV RaiNews24 reported, 
Leghorn province’s interior 
ministry official Anna Maria 
Monzone, told Sky TG24 TV 
that by late Sunday after¬ 
noon two people were still 
missing. Sky reported the six 
dead included two elderly 
people who died in o hill¬ 
side homlet on the edge of 
Leghorn, 

Nogorin appealed for vol¬ 
unteers to help. The city of 
170,000 is also o popular 
spot for trovelers catching 


ferries to the islands of Elba 
and Sardinia. 

The flooding also interrupt¬ 
ed train service in parts of 
the Tuscan coast along the 
Tyrrhenian Sea. 

In Rome, which until recent¬ 
ly had suffered through 3V4 
months of drought, the 
downpour quickly pro¬ 
duced fast-moving streams 
in the streets. Several sub¬ 
way stations hod to be 
closed. Rome City Hall 
urged residents and visitors 
to go outside only for ur¬ 
gent reasons and to avoid 
parks after thunderstorms 
lashed the city Sunday 
morning. Possible hailstorms 
and strong winds were pre¬ 
dicted throughout the rest 
of Sunday and MondayO

Winds, fire, floods and quakes: A nutty run of nature

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

With four big hurricones, 
a powerful earthquake 
and wildfires, it seems 
that nature recently has 
just gone nuts. 

Some of these disasters, 
like Fridayearthquake 
in Mexico, are natural. 
Others may end up hav¬ 
ing a mix of natural and 
man-mode ingredients 
after scientists examine 
them. We also olways 
tend to look for patterns 
and order in chaos, 
even when they oren't 
there, psychologists say. 
"Nature's gone crazy/' 
mused Jeff Masters, 
meteorology director 
at the private service 
Weather Underground. 
"Welcome to the future. 
Extreme weather like this 
is going to be occurring 
simultaneously more of¬ 
ten because of global 
warming." 

A look at a rough few 
weeks in North America: 
HURRICANE QUARTET 
Hurricane Harvey hadn't 
even fizzled and Hous¬ 
ton hadn’t even dried 
out from record flooding 
before Hurricane Irma 
formed and also grew 
into a powerful Catego¬ 
ry 4 storm. Right behind 
Irma, Jose has powered 
up to a Category 4 
storm. It is highly unusual, 
but not unprecedented 


to have back-to-back 
storms of that strength. 
Masters said. And then 
there is Hurricane Katie, 
just a shode under major 
hurricane status, due to 
hit Mexico’s Gulf coast. 
The last couple of years 
were quiet for Atlan¬ 
tic hurricanes, which 
makes this year seem 
even worse, said Colo¬ 
rado State University me¬ 
teorology professor Phil 
Klotzbach, a hurricane 
expert. He said calcu¬ 
lations that measure 
strength and duration 
show the three current 
Atlontic storms set a one- 
day record for energy on 
Friday. In just three days, 
Irma, Jose and Katia 
have produced as much 


as energy as about holf 
a normal six-month hur¬ 
ricane season. 
EARTHQUAKE 
As Mexico was brac¬ 
ing for Katia off the Gulf 
coast, one of the stron¬ 
gest earthquakes in the 
country’s history hit lote 
Thursday off its Pacific 
coast, near the Guate¬ 
mala border. The mag¬ 
nitude 8.1 earthquake 
was felt for more than 
650 miles (1,000 kilome¬ 
ters). The quake shook at 
a depth of 43 miles [69 
kilometers} and a quake 
hitting at thot depth with 
that strength is unusual, 
according to Cornell Uni¬ 
versity geophysics pro¬ 
fessor Geoff Abers. It was 
one of the five largest for 


that deep in the past 40 
years, he said. 

WILDFIRES 

On Friday, 82 wildfires 
were burning in the Unit¬ 
ed States involving near¬ 
ly 1.5 million acres in nine 
states in the West. So far 
this year,, more than 8 mil¬ 
lion acres have burned, 
only behind 2015 and 
2012. One fire at the 
Rogue River-Siskiyou Na¬ 
tional Forest in Oregon 
has burned more than 
175,000 acres and is only 
5 percent contained as 
of Friday, according to 
the National Interagen¬ 
cy Fire Center. 

Drought ond a heat 
wave contributed. On 
Sept. 1, in normally tem¬ 
perate San Francisco, 


the temperature hit 106 
degrees ond at least six 
deaths were reported 
from the heat wave. 
WHAT'S GOING ON 

HERE? Sometimes there’s 
a pattern in chaos. 
Sometimes there isn't. 
Looking for patterns 

gives us a sense of con¬ 
trol, even if we don’t re¬ 
ally have it, said Scott 
Lilienfefd, a psychology 
professor at Emory Uni¬ 
versity in Atlanta. "The 
human mind is a pattern¬ 
seeking organ,’" he said. 
“That's how our minds 
work."It can take weeks 
Of months for scientists to 
determine whether an 
extreme weather event 
was worsened by man¬ 
made climate change. 
But scientists have long 
predicted that the stron¬ 
gest hurricanes will get 
stronger and wetter, fu¬ 
eled by warmer ocean 
water. And some say the 
recent global increase 
in powerful hurricanes 
fits perfectly with global 
warming.While warming 
may play a small role, so 
does Twitter and Face- 
book in making things 
appeor worse, said 
Klotzbach. 

"It just feels like, you 
know, it's the apoca¬ 
lyptic end times,” he 
said. “But a lot of this 
stuff is getting atten¬ 
tion because of social

‘If floats away with record- 
breaking $117.2M weekend

LOS ANGELES (AP) — *\V is 

Q hit. 

The Stephen King adap¬ 
tation from New Line and 
Warner Bros, shattered re¬ 
cords over the weekend 
earning $117.2 million from 
4J03 tocations according 
to studio estimates on Sun¬ 
day. 

Not only is "It” now the 
largest ever opening for a 
horror movie and the larg¬ 
est September opening of 
all time, the film more than 
doubled the earnings of the 
previous record holders. 
Before this weekend "Para¬ 
normal Activity 3" hod the 
biggest horror opening with 
$52.<S million from 2011. and 
the highest September de¬ 
but was "Hotel Transylvania 
2's” $48.5 million in 2015. 
"We blew post everyone’s 
most optimistic and aggres¬ 
sive projections and I think 
there might be room for us 
to grow this weekend even 
still." said Jeff Goldstein. 
Warner Bros, president of 
domestic distribution. 
Goldstein said he was con¬ 
servative with Sunday pro¬ 
jections due to the con¬ 
founding factors of the 
film’s R-rating. the popular¬ 
ity of late night showings, 
the beginning of football 
season and Hurricane Irma. 
Regardless of whether 
there is an uptick when fi¬ 
nal numbers are reported 
Monday, "It’s" success is 
still astounding, especially 
considering that the proj¬ 
ect from director Andy 


Muschietti cost only $35 mil¬ 
lion to produce. 

Critics and audiences were 
on the same page. too. The 
film has a fresh B6-percent 
Rotten Tomatoes score, 
and audiences, who were 
65 percent over age 25. 
gave "It" a B+ CinemaS- 
core. 

Starring Bill Skarsgard as 
the homicidal clown Pen¬ 
nywise. "It" is the first of o 
planned two-parl series. 
The second is slated to 
come out in the thrd quar¬ 
ter of 2019. 

"It starts with o brilliant story 
from Stephen King." Gold¬ 
stein said of the stellar per¬ 
formance. "The diirecfor 
made a fabulously com¬ 
pelling movie, our market¬ 
ing just nailed it and the 
dote was special.'" 

Indeed, fhe date proved 
key. With no discernable 
competition, save for the 
counter programmed 
opening of the Reese With¬ 
erspoon romantic com¬ 
edy "Home Again."' which 
came in a very distant sec¬ 
ond with $9 million. "It" was 
able to dominate screens 
and show times at major 
movie theoters. 

"f don't think anyone could 
hove imagined an open¬ 
ing over $ 1 DO million for this 
movie." comScore senior 
medio analyst Paul Derga- 
rabedion said. "Suddenly 
September is on the mop 
with its first $100 million de¬ 
but. Every month of the 
year is o potential hit-mak¬ 
er and this is really good 
news for an industry that for 


the last six weeks has been 
in the doldrums." 

"tt” is just the latest example 
of a film that defies old box 
office logic about which 
timeframes work for tent- 
pole movies. Before "‘Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens." 
no December movie had 
ever opened over $100 mil¬ 
lion. for Instance, and the 
some went for the month 
of February until "Dead- 
pool" proved that to be 
antiquated thinking as well. 
The success of "It" also 
comes after an underper¬ 
forming summer movie go¬ 
ing season thot left the year 
to date box office down 
6.5 percent from last year. 
Now, with the “It" factor, 
the year is down onfy 5.5 
percent 

"There has been o lot writ¬ 
ten about the demise of 
the box office. This seems fo 
come up every few years 
and it’s all content driven, 
[f there ore good movies 
that ore out there in the 
marketplace, the public 
will embrace them and be 
excited to see them. If we 
come up with movies they 
are not interested in, they 
stay away," Goldstein said. 
"This is a movie they want¬ 
ed to see." 

The overwhelming domi¬ 
nance of “It" mode the rest 
of the charts look downright 
anemic. In third place was 
"The Hitman's Bodyguard." 
with $4.9 million. “Anna- 
belle: Creation" took fourth 
with $4 million, and "Wind 
River" rounded out the top 
five with $3.2 million.-□

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Dutch engineer aims high with iatest green roof design

AMSTERDAM (AP) — 

Standing between raised 
beds of plants on top of o 
former novo I hospital, Joris 
Voeten can look across to 
the garden, cofe and ter¬ 
race that decorote the 
sloping roof of Amster¬ 
dam's NEMO science mu¬ 
seum. 

Such productivity Is part 
of the urban engineer's 
vision for cities worldwide, 
places where he sees the 
largely neglected flat tops 
of buildings doing more 
than keeping out weather 
and housing sateJIite dish¬ 
es, 

Voeten, of Dutch com po¬ 
ny Urban Roofscopes, says 
a rooftop garden system 
he unveiled Friday on the 
former hospital roof stores 
more rainwater than ex¬ 
isting green roofs and re¬ 
quires less power by rely¬ 
ing on a capillary irrigotion 
system that uses insulation 
material instead of pumps 
to water plants.

"You can relax here, you 
can have meetings here.

Roofs that are adapted so 
plants can grow on them 
produce a cooling effect 
on buildings and the air 
Immediately above them 
In two ways. The plants 
reflect heat instead of 
absorbing it the way tra¬ 
ditional roofing sheets do. 
They also reduce heot by 
evaporating water, 
Voeten sold readings 
taken on o very hot day 
showed a temperature 
difference of up to 40 de¬ 
grees Celsius {72 degrees 
Fahrenheit) between his 
hospital garden above 
the banks of o busy water¬ 
way compared with a roof 
covered in block bitumen. 
Rob belt Sne p, a green roof 
expert from Wageningen 
University and Research in 


the central Netherlands, 
sold the cooling effect is 
well known, but the new 
roof in Amsterdam is an 
improvement on existing 
designs because of the 
way it stores water and 
can feed it back to plants. 
Sensors in the shalbw ioyer 
of soil on top of the water 
storage elements monitor 
qualifies such as tempera¬ 
ture and moisture content. 
If the soil gets too dry, ex¬ 
tra water con be added. 
If there is too much water, 
it con be released Into the 
drains. 

"The smart roof really en¬ 
sures that there Is evapo- 
ratbn during, for example, 
heatwaves and thereby 
they cool the surround¬ 
ings," Snep, who is not in¬ 
volved in the project, said. 
"People can sleep well 
and people can work well 
in such on environment."

con be laid on any flat 
roof with sufficient Joad- 
beoring capacity, Voeten 
said.

"Not only for water stor¬ 
age, no! only for helping 
cooling down our city, but 
also to create extra gar¬ 
dens, extra green for our
